Where eiiuld Ihey Hnd work Hint they 
knew how to do? Was there no one 
who could explain It all to them In 
their own language? 

Hie V. \V. (J, A. wns ready to offer 
assistance, hni It would be of no value 
to offer it In English. Cnn-i qitently 
It hnd to siip|ily a Carps nf women who 
could tulk to the foreign-horn woman 
at her own door In ?ia Inn ri'i:-" that 
she wns used to hearing In the home- 
land. To tench her Kngllsh wns ax 
essentlnl n factor In her Americnnizii- 
tion ns to find lie j a Job. Therefore 
the war council of the Y. W. C. A. set 
out to find her English. 

A yenr before the war began In Eu- 
rope, 'he lea liieM of the Young Wom- 
an's Christian association foresaw Just 
such n situation, and made ready to 
meet it. They studied the heeds of 
(he Immigrant. They trained sk)l! d 
Amerlcnn social workers to become fa- 
miliar with the home habits and to 
-speak the language of the Lett and th* 
Tlungarlnn nnd the Greek and the oth- 
er foreign mothers who brought ba- 
bies and bundles over from Ellis Island 
to Battery park. 

The organization into which this ex- 
periment has developed wns named 
by the Y. W. C. A. national board, "The 
International Institute for Young 
.Women." fit terms which these wom- 
en enn understand, It is teaching the 
foreign-horn how to sew and cook and 
care for the baby. 

• To girls like Italian Lucln. who con- 
fusedly lingered on the station plat- 
forms when the draft trains pulled out, 
the W. Y. C. A. is giving direct as- 
sistance. Educated European women, 
appointed lo the regular stnff of work- 
ers at the camp Y. W. 0. A. Hostesi 
Senses are able to talk to the drafted 
men In their own language, nsslst them 
In writing letters home, and In ar- 
ranging furloughs and little visits to 
the camp. 

"The Home Information Service for 
foreign Families of Enlisted Men" Is 
doing practical relief work for the 
wives nnd mothers. The purpose of 
the hoard Is to help the women folk 
left behind to understand where their 
boys nre nnd how they nre being treat- 
ed; how Ihey need home support and 
cheer, how to send them comforts, and 
to keep pace thet.selves by learning 
English nnd other things, so that when 
the hoys come home they will not llnd 
their women still very un-American 
and out of sympathy with them. 

food conservation bulletins have 
been translated Into 18 or 10 languages. 
At tho factories and munition plants 
Interpreters are available for the non- 
English spenlilng women by whom the 
real war Industries of the country nre 
being largely carried on. In 2.1 Im- 
portant cities International Institute 
Bureaus nre training American and 
foreign womcu for full lime social 
service work with foreigners. Twenty- 
four trained women are employed on 
the national nnd district Held stnff of 
the Y. W. C. A. On June IB there were 
lOfi trained women working at Ameri- 
canization.

A little sunny Tillage has grown np 

inside a high wall In France within the 
htsi year. Its square flat houses stand 
in Mrnight even rows and along one 
side of the city wall Is a long dormi- 
tory for single women There are many 
more of them thnn of the futilities iu 
the drab little houses. The village Is 
full of aroint n— old. young middle- 
Kited — whose faces, hands and hair 
slowly nre timing yellow from the 
powder which it is snld im\ eventually 
effect tin Ir lungs.

nre giving up Ihelr good lookt* their 
health; and perhaps their lives r. the 
munition factory, Is of little moment to 
thru). They have come Into the \ ailed 
town from rained vlllag s and devas- 
tated farms with their frightened little 
Children, Ihelr despairing old people, 
rarry'lng all their earthly possessions 
in tiny bundles. In their Individual 
lives there is no future; In nil their 
world there Is no Interest but the con- 
quest of the Hun. 

No one comes Into this little war 
community that centers around the big 
new munitions plum liui those who 
work. Beenuse of the danger and the 
blighting yellow powder, the work Ib 
highly paid and all the workers are 
volunteers. 

The women wear overalls or upron 
dresses, some of hlnck sateen, some 
nondescript. The dull garb harmonizes 
with the yellowing faces and despair- 
ing eyes. 

j Into tills modern wnlled city of de- 
spair the Blue Triangle has fln'shod the 
Brat message of hope. The Y. W. t\ A. 
I'.yor is ilo' only recreullonal center 
; within reach. The cars wnlch llnd 
enfes at the end of the line a mile 
u: ay, stop running at seven o'clock to 
s ir fuet The city Is three miles 
j from the factory. 

".My problem," writes the Y. W. O. 
A, Secr e t ar y In charge, "is to keep the 
women occupied In the evenings, to 
give them good healthy iimiisci.o Ql so 
thai they will forget their sorrows and 
go to b. iT and sleep, physically tired 
out from placing." 

She goes on to tell of some of the 
women and girls wbo comu to the 
foyer : 

"There Is a pretty little round, rosy- 
cheeked girl here who Is Jusi beginning 
to show the effects iff the powder. The 
roots of her hair and tier forehead are 
a pale yellow. The palms of her bands 
are a deep burnt orange and her hands 
and arms a bright yellow. 

"There Is an ex-professional dancer, 
an interesting girl who enjoys the I retnry, no Russian 
foyer and helps entertain the other 
girls. There Is n professional pianist 
who does her hit at the t oon and eve- 
ning hours. There is one rough-and- 
ready girl who speaks Kngllsh, whose 
father was an Innkeeper in northern 
France. There Is a pretty little girl 
who Is engaged to a French soldier

un aii fold. Ills mother Is the cure- 
i i er here and lie Is one of six suns in 
i be war. Two of them are Herman 
military prisoners, two are Civil pris- 
oners In (lerninny nnd two are soldiers 
111 tile trenches; H''r home in the 
north of France wns destroyed nnd she 
escaped with a small bundle of such 
tilings as she could carry in her bands. 

"There is a sweet-faced girl who 
was a lacemnker In Valenciennes, who 
came direct to us from the German- 
ridden section after ft hard experience 
In getting nwny." 

These are the women the Blue Tri- 
angle Is helping to forget — perhaps 
only for on hour at a time — the hor- 
rors that have blackened their hearth- 
stones nnd darkened the world. 

"My foyer," the Secretary writes, 
"consists of a hall and two I ge rooms 
with cement floors. One hits, a writing 
table nnd paper, pens nnd ink, sewing 
machines, u cupboard with teacups in 
It, a Inrge table w ith papers and maga- 
zines, easy chairs and my desk. The 
other room has a plnno, more tables, 
chairs, ironing boards nnd a Vlctrola. 
There are unframod French pictures 
and American and French war posters 
around the room. The walls are paint- 
ed gray and Willi ."

It Is offering 
a little oasis In the midst of the 
chnos where they may come and rest 
and relax, play games, listen to 
music, study Kngllsh, French, stenog- 
raphy, bookkeeping, or music, and as 
one tired girl expressed It, forget for 
the moment that they are In Petro- 
grad. Most of the girls who gather 
at the sign of the Blue Triangle are 
bookkeepers and stenographers, but 
scnttered among them are factory 
girls, domestics, and girls who never 
have worked. 

"In Petrograd und elsewhere In 
Russia," says Miss Clarissa Spencer, 
world secretory of the Y. W. C. A. 
who started tho work in Russia, "girls 
formerly employed in government of- 
fices come to us who hnve struck 
against the bolshevlsts. They're out 
of Jobs. They're hungry. One girl 
told me she couldn't take gymnasium 
work. It gave her such an appetite. 
But they refuse to return to work for 
the bolshevlsts."

But I stayed 
Whare I was— the sergeant could see 
for iilmself nniTiue, too, a* far as I 
was concerned. 

Ho shootvd at us that the men In 
the other trench were trying to algnal 
something, but be could not make It 
out because the clouds of smoke would 
roll between them and break up the 
words. 3o he laid down again In the 
bottom of the hole. Hut after a while 
he looked over the parapet and saw 
a man Just leaving their trench, evl- 
ilrntly with a message for us, and he 
had not gone five steps before he was 
blown to pieces, and the lud who fol- 
lowed him got his, too, so they stopped 
trying then.

CHAPTER XIV.

When we had been on the shore 
for about three weeks we found our- 
selves one morning somewhere neur 
Seddel-Hahr under the heavleat Are 
I ever experienced. Our guns and the 
Turks' were at It full blast, and the 
nolae was worse than deafening. 

A section of my company was lying

but wait for a shell to find them. W« 
were stiff and thirsty and uniomfnrt 
able, and hud not slept for two nights. 
In that time we bad been under con 
stunt lire and had stood off several 
raldln" "riles and small attacks from 
enein; ■ aches.

'Ton should see what they did to 
us at 8t Riot." he said. "They Just 
baptized ns wllh the big fellows. They 
flld not know when to stop. When you

know It my son." 

"Well, If this Is not shelling, what 
the devil Is ltT Are they trying to 
kid us or are you, mon vlcuxf" which 
la a French expression that moans 
something like "old timer." 

"My son, when you oca dugouts 
eovod In, roads poshed all over the 
map, guns wrecked, bodies twisted np 
ID knots and forty men killed by oae 
shell— then yon will know yon are 
seeing shelling." 

Then one of our men oat op straight 
against the parnpet and stared at us 
and began to shake all over, but we 
could not get him to aay anything or 
move. So we knew he had shell shock. 
And another man watched htm for a 
while, and then he began to shake, 
too. The sergeant said that If we 
stayed thare much longer we would 
not be fit to repel an attack, so he 
ordered u-i Into the two dugouts we 
hud made In the bole, and only himself 
and another man stayed outside on 
wntch. 

The men In the dugout kept asking 
each other when the bombardment 
would end, and why we were not rein- 
forced, n nil what wns hnppeulng, and 
whether the Turks would attack us. Il 
was easy to see why we were not rein- 
forced— no body of men could have 
got to us from the reserve trenches. 
The communication trenches were 
quite a distance from us and were 
buttered up ut that Some of the men 
snld we bad been forgotten nnd that 
tho rest of our troops hnd either re- 
tired or a. humeri and that we and 
tho men In the trench who had trloi', 
to signal us were the only detachments 
left there. 

I'retty soon another man and I 
relieved the two men who were out- 
side on wntch, ami ns he went down 
Into tho dugout the sergeant shouted

Thee they began using shrapnel on 
us, and one of our machine gunners, 
who gut up from his knees to change

position, bad his head taken clean off 
his shoulders, aud the rest of him 
landed near my feet and squirmed u 
little, like a chicken that liml just been 
killed. It was awful to see the body 
without any hend radve around that 
way, and we could hardly muke our- 
selves touch It for some time. Then 
we rolled It to the other side of the 
hole. 

Then, to one side of ns, there wns 
a more violent explosion than any yet. 
The earth spouted up und fell on OS, 
4ind big clouds of black smoke, slldlr" 
along I he ground, covered our shell 
hole and hung there for some time. 

0] f our sergeants, from the regular

I could see was barbed wire and 
smoke and two or three corpses. I 
began to shiver a little, and I was 
afraid I would get shell si. nek. too. 
Bo I began to think ah It) Murray and 
how he looked when they took him 
off tho wall. But that did not stop the 
shivering, so I thought about my grand- 
mother and how she looked the last 
time I saw her. I was thlnkln • about 
her, I guess, and not keeping a very 
good lookout, when n man rolled over 
the edge and almost fell on me. He 
was from the other trenches. I carried 
him Into the dugout and then went out 
again and stood my watch until the 
relief came. We were doing halt-hour 
shifts. . 

When I got Into the dugout agnln 
the man was coming to. He was Just 
about us near ahell shock as I hnd 
been— by this time I was shivering 
only once In a while, when I did not 
watch myself. He said four men hnd 
been sliced up trying to get to ua be- 
fore he came; that they had lost 

II men out of their 82, Including the 
sergeant-major In comma ml and two 
corporals ; that they wore almost out 
of ammunition; that the tranches on 
both sides of them hod been blown lu 
nnd that they were likely to go to 
pieces nt any moment He said they 
all thought the Turks would attack 
behind their barriige, for he laid the 
curtain of fire did not exteud more 
than a hundred yurds in frout of their 
trench. Whnt they wanted us to do 
was to relay a man back with the 
news and either get the word to ad- 
vance or retire or await reinforce- 
ments, they did not care which — only 
to be ordered to do something. There 
was not a commissioned officer left 
with either of the detachments, you 
see, nnd you might soy we were up 
In the air — only we were really as far 
In the ground as we could get 

The man thought there were other 
of our lines not far behind us, bnt we 
knew better; so then he said' he did 
not see how any one could get back 
from there to our nearest linos. I 
did not see either. Then we all fig- 
ured we were forgotten and would not 
come out of there alive, and you Can 
believe mo or not but I did not much 
care. Anything would bo bettor than 

Just staying there In thut awful noise 
with nothing to do, und no water. 

Our serges nt said be would not osk 
any man to attempt to carry the mes- 
sage, because he snld It was not only 
certain death, but absolutely useless. 
Anil be began to show that he was 
near shall shock himself. 

Then I began to shiver again, nnd I 
thought to myself that anything would 
be better Uian sitting In this hole w lilt- 
ing to go "caford," so I decided to vol- 
unteer. I did not think there was any 
chance to get through, but It seemed 
aa If 1 Just had to do something, no 
matter what 1 had never felt that 
way before, and had never been 
anxious to "go west" with a shell for 
company, bnt I have felt that way 
since then several times, I can tell 
T< . 

The man was telling ua that some 
ttrac before they had seen the Turks 
bringing up ammunition from some 
storehouses, but they did not come 
anywhere near. He said their sergenut 
wsnted our messenger to tell them 
that too. He would say a few words 
very fsst then he would shiver ngnln, 
and his Jaws would dip together and 
bo would try to raise his hand, but 
could not 

Then our sergeant asked the name 
of the other sergeant, and when the 
tnnn told him hi said the man was 
senior to himself nnd therefore In 
command nnd would have to be obeyed. 

He seemed to cheer up a lot after 
he said this and did not shiver any 
more, so I thought I wouui volunteer 
then, so I snld to him, "Well, tnnn 
vioux, do you think we are seeing rcnl 
shelling nowr Anil then I was going 
to say I would go. bnt ho looked nt 

me In a funny way for a s ind uml 

then snld, "Well, my son, suppose you 
go and find out." 

I thought he WW kidding DM nt first, 
but (lien I siiiv lit meant It. I thought 
two things about It — nuc wns tlmt any- 
thing was better than staying Hut.', 
ami the nlhee was that the old dugoi't 
was a pretty, ftllT place nfter nil. Bit 
1 did nul I y mi thing to the ser- 
genut or the other men — Just went 
out_of the dugout. The sergeant and 



ai^otjff^hnT^TjT^ini^e^m^bTioT? 
ed me over the back wall of the hole. 
I lay flat on the ground for a minute to 
get my bearings, and then started off. 

I set my course for where I thought 
the communication trenches were, to 
the right, aud I Just stood up and ran, 
for I figured that as the shells were 
falling so thick and it was open 
ground I would not have any better 
chance If I crawled. 

I tripped several times and went 
down, and each time thought I was 
hit, because when I got It In the thigh 
at Dlxmude It felt a good deal as 
though I had tripped over a rope. 
And one time when I fell a shell ex; 
ploded near me and I began to shiver 
ngnln. and I could not go on for n 
long time. All this time I did not 
think I would get through, but finally, 
when I reached whnt had' been the 
communication trench I felt I had 
(lone the worst |.;irl of It, and I began 
to yfUh very bi rd that I would get t 
through— 1 wns not at nil crary about 
going west 

The mouth of the communication ' 
trench had been bitten d In nnd the' 
trenches It jolmsi with were all filled 
up. There were rifles sticking out 1 
of them In several places, nnd I 
thought probably the men had b(-'-'n 
buried alive In them. Hut it was too 
lute then. If they had been cnught, so 
I climbed over the Mocked entrance to 
the communication trench nnd started 

back uiotig it. it led up through a sort 
of gully, :.ud I thought It was a bad 
place to din u communication trench 
In. because it gave the Turks some- 
thing like the side of a hill to shoot at. 

Every once In a while I would have 
to Climb In and out of a shell hole, 
and parts of (bent were blocked where 
a shell had enved In the walls. In one 
pluce I saw corpses t II torn to pieces, 
so I knew the Ti.i hud lound the 
range and had g ; to this trench lu 
great shape, .'.t iinother place I found 
lots of blood ind equipment but no 
bodies, und 1 figured that reinforce- 
ments hod been caught at this spot 
and thai they had retired, taking their , 
casualties with them. 

The Turks still had the range, and 
they were sending a shell Into the 
trench every once In a while, and I I 
was knocked down again, though the 
shell was so far away that It knocked 
me down with force of habit more 
tbun anything else. I felt dizzy and 1 
shivered a lot, and kept trying to think 
of Murray or anything else but myself. 

So finally I got to the top of the 
little hill over which the gully ran, ' 
aud on the other side I felt almost 
safe. Just down from the crest of the 
hill was one of our artillery positions, 
with the good old "T.'s" giving It to the 
Turks as fust as they could. I told 
the artillery officers whnt had hap- 
pened, had a dm... of water and 
thought I would take a nap. But when 
they telephoned the message back to 
division headquarters the man at the 
receiver snld something to the officer , 
und he told tne to stuy there and be 
ready. I thought Sure he would send 
me back to where I came from and 
I knew I never could muke It agnln, 
< hut I did not say anything. 

When I looked around I saw that 
our reul position was to the right of 
| where the urtlllery was. nnd thut there 
were three Hues of trenches with 
French Infantry In them. So the 
! trenches I had come from were more 
, like outposts than anything else, and 
were cut off. I felt pretty sure, thea, 1 
that the boys In them would never 
come back alive, because as soon as 
their Are let tip the Turks would ad- 
vance, and to keep them back our guns 
would have to wipe out our men, and 
If they did not. the Turks would. At 
first I waa glad 1 had come out, but 
| then I remembered what the artillery 
officer hnd said and I figured I would 
have to go back and stay with them 
or bring them bark. Either way there , 
waa not one chance In a hundred that 
any of us would make It ttecuuse I 
when I got through it waa really Just 
• miracle nnd nobody would have 
thought It could happen. 

Then the officer told me to go back > 
to the beach, where our naval guns 
were, and that I was detailed to them. 
Maybe you do not think I was glad? 
But there was rough work still shead 
of me, because when I got behind the 
third line I suw a wide open field that 
was light gray from the shell smoke 
hanging over It nnd I could see the 
flnshes where the hlg ones were doing I 
their work, and I i.-d to go through 
that field. I 
I fell time and again, sometimes ' 
when I thought a shell was near, and 
sometimes when I had no reason for 
It — only I was thirsty again, and wus 
shivering all the time, and was so 
weak I could not have choked a gold- 
fish. I do not remember hardly any- 
thing about going through that field, ; 
and you might say the next thing I : 
knew was when I was overtaken by 
a dispatch runner, and got In a tin ! 
tub at the side of a motorcycle and j 
was taken to the guns. 

I felt ready for n Rip Van Winkle 
nnp then, but the officer In command 
would not let me. He said they were 
short of gunners — r^e terrific shelling | 
hnd killed off dozens of them — and as 
he knew I coulu point a gun he hnd 
ordered them over the telephone to 
get me to the beach as fust as possi- 
ble. He spotted the two warehouses 
I have spoken of for me nnd said It 
was up to us to put them out of com- 
mission. The gun wns n 11-lneh naval, 
and that looked good to me, so I 
bucki d up a lot. The wurehous, is. were 
about 10' or 11 miles away, I should 
Judge, and about .'til or 40 yards apart. 

I felt very wenk, as I huve said, 
nnd shivered every once 111 a while, 
so I did not tJUnk I could do much 
gunning worth whtst'lng at But they 
loaded the old 14-Inch and made ready, 
nud we got the taste and oil wns set. 
The i lllicr told me to let her ride. 
Sja 1 said to myself, "TliU is one for 
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you, Murray, old boy. Let's go from 
here." 

So I i—ot that r-~ along and she 
landed t «* and I... warehouse went 




So I Sunt That One Along, and 8he 
tanded Direct 

up in tire and smoke. I felt good then, 
nud I luld the wires on the other ware- 
house nud let her go. But she was too 
high and I made a clean miss. Then 
I was mad, because 1 had sent that 
one over for myself. So I got the cross 
wires on the warehouse again and, 
I snld to myself, "This Is not for any- 
body, Just for luck, because I sure 
have had plenty of It today." 

Then the Juice ceme through the 
wires and Into the i linrge. and nway 
she went, and up went the second 
warehouse. That made two directs out 
of three, and I guess It hurt the Turks 
some to lose ull their ammunition. 
The officer kissed me before I could 
duck and slupped me on the back and 
I keeled over. I was Just all In. 

They brought me to with rum, and 
Uiey said I was singing when I came 
to. When they tried to sing, to show 
me whst song It was, I figured It was 
"Sweet Adeline" they meant. But I 
do not believe I came to, singing, be- 
cause I never sang "Sweet Adeline" 
before, that I know of, or any other 
song when any body was In range. But 
I heard It lots of times, so maybe I 
did sing it at that 

Then I went to sleep feeling fine. 
The next morning the detachment 
from the Cassnrd was withdrawn, nnd 
I saw some of the men who had been 
In the two trenches, but I was not 
near enough to speak to them. So I 
do not know how they got out 

You never saw a happier bunch In 
your life than we were when we piled 
Into the lit. boats and started for the 
Cassard. The old ship looked pretty 
good to us, you can bet, and we said 
If we never put our hoofs on tlint place 
again It would be soon enough. 

We were shelled on our way out to 
the Cassard, and ne boat was over- 
turned, but the men were rescued. 
Two men In the launch I was In were 
wounded. But we did not pay any 
attention to that shelling — the Turks 
might just as well have been blowing 
peas at us through a soda straw for 
all we cared. 

I noticed that when we came near 
the Cassard the other boats held up 
and let our launch get Into the lead, 
and that we circled around the Cas- 
sard's bowa and came up on the star- 
board side, which wss unusual. But 
1 did net think anything of It until I 
ennie over the side. There were the 
side Imys lined up. and the Old Man 
wus there, with the ahlp's steward 
beside him. 

He took the log book from the stew- 
en] and allowed It tr me, and there 
was my name on It. Now when you 
nre punished for anything yon arc 
logged, but I could not figure out what 
I had done to get punished for, so I 
was very much surprised. But' the 
Old Mun slapped me on the bnck and 
everybody cheered, and then I suw It 
was not punishment but Juet the op- 
posite. 

When people ask me what I have 
received my decoration for (Croix do 
Gnerre), I Ull them I do not rightly 
know, and that Is a fact I do not 
know whether It was for going back 
from those trenches or for destroying 
the storehouses. So I always tell them 
I got It for working overtime. Thut 
la what the Limeys say, or If they 
have the Victoria cross they say they 
got It for being very careless. Ask 
one of them and see. 

All of ua were certainly glad to be 
aboard the Cassard again, and If any 
place ever looked like home to me It 
was the old ship. Our en •.unities were 
very high and we were therefore or- 
dered to put back to Brest We hud 
a great little celebration that night, 
and next morning weighed anchor nnd 
started hack, after clearing for action. 

I was still pretty blue about Mur- 
ray, hut very much relieved ns to the 
safety of my own skin, and I figured 
that nfter the Dardanelles nnd my la t 
day there they hnd not made the right 
bullet for me yet. The rest of us felt 
about the same way uad we were slng- 
IU8 till the time. 

CHAPTER XV.

As usual, when we got to Rrest there 
wns rush work day und night on th" 
Cassard to >:■ t her out and supplies of 
n'.l kinds were loaded for our next 
visit to the uirks. The Krone), gajv 
hies men • raja keen for the tro 
back to Urea) Hiey were sure of lond- 



Ing up on tobacco and other things 
they needed. 
My twelfth trip to the Dardanellea 

was different from the others. Tho 
Cassard was doing patrol work at tho 
time In the neighborhood of Oapa 
Helles. Those of us who had served 
on the Peninsula before were thank- 
ing our stars for the snap we were 
having — Just cruising around waiting 
for. something to happen. 

We hud. not been there very 
fore something unexpected did happen, 
for we ran Into two enemy cruisers — 
which I afterwards heard were the 
Werft and Knlserllche Marine — one on 
the sturboard and one on the port 
How they had managed to sneak np 
so near us I do not know. They 
opened up on us at not much more 
than a thousand yards and gave us a 
hot time from the stnrt, though with 
any kind of gunnery they should have 
done for us thoroughly. 

We came right back at them and 
were getting In some pretty good shots. 
I was In the 14-inch gun turret, star- 
board bow — my old hangout — and we 
were letting them have It about four 
shots every five minutes and scoring 
heavily. 

I do not know how long we had been 
fighting when part of our runge finder 
wus carried awny. It was so hot, 
though, and we were so hnrd nt It that 
such a little thing like that did not 
bother ns. It Is hot In any gun turret, 
but I ! o always noticed that It Is 
hotter x o re In the Dnrd::aeUef thon 
In nny otl'er place. Tne sweat would 
simply cak. i on us. until our faces 
were just co . red with u film of pow- 
dery stuff. 

Bui the range finder was carried 
nway, and although It looked bad for 
us I wns feeling so good that I vol 
unteered to go on deck and get an- 
other one. I got outside the turret 
door and across the deck, got the nec- 
essary parts and was coming back 
with them when I received two ma- 
chine-gun bullets In the right thigh. 
One went clear through bone and all 
und drilled a hole on the other side, 
while the other came within an Inch 
of going through. The peculiar thing 
Is that these two were in a line above 
the wound I got at Dlxmude. The lino 
Is almost as straight as you could 
draw It with a ruler. 

Of course it knocked me down and 
I hit my head a pretty hard crack on

tho steel deck, but I was able to 
on to the turret door. Just as I 
about to enter the gun was fired. That 
particular charge happened to be de- 
fective. The shell split nnd caused a 
hack fire and the cordite, fire and gaa 
came through the breech, which the 
explosion had opened. 

It must have been a piece of cordite 
which did It but whatever It was, It 
hit n.e In the right eye and blinded It 
The ball of the eye wns saved by the 
French surgeons nnd looks normal, but 
It pains me greatly sometimes and 
they tell me It will always be sight- 
less. 

I was unconscious Immediately from 
the blow and from the quantity of gaa 
which I must have swallowed. This 
gas did me a great deal of damage 
and gi vs me dizzy spells often to thla 
day. I do not know what happened 
during the rest of the engagement aa 
1 did not regain consclousuess until 
three days later at sea. But I heard 
In the hospital that the French super- 
dreadnaught Jeunne d'Arc and the 
light cruiser Normandy were In It aa 
well as ourselves, though not at the 
time I was wounded, and that we had 
all been pretty well haltered. The 
Cussurd lost 00 men In the engage- 
ment and had 48 wounded. Some of 
our turrets were twisted Into all man- 
ner of shapes and part of our bow 
was carried awuy. One of our lieu- 
tenants wus killed In the engagement 

I was told that both the Werft ant 
the Knlserllche Marine were sunk la 
this engagement. 1 Wave seen pictures 
of sailors from tin Werft who were 
prisoners nt Ihtertuent camps. 

Wheu we arrived at Brest the 
wounded were taken from the ship In 
stretchers und after we had been rest- 
ed for about fifteen minutes on the 
dock put Into ambulances and rushed 
to the hospital.

The following Interesting letter was 
written while Mr. Nlinloy was in the 
hospital after being wounded the first 
time. His parent* h*>vii since receiv- 
ed a message stating that he was iir- 
verely wounded O tobSr S. 
Dear 81s: 

As I haven't written for so long 
will try to write i few line*. Am in 
a base hospital wr h a few pin, 
in my skin. Fritz tried hard to gal 
me this time, but he didn't make a 
success of IL I got hU twice In the 
left leg and in the left ahouldc and 
back. They were only flesh wounds 
though, and don't amount to much 
About all they amount to will be to 
keep me here two or' three weeks. I 
got wounded on Die afternoon of the 
8th up along the Vesle. W, started 
to make a halt' mile advance agamsl 
Fritz and got about a quarter of it 
whon one of his shrapnel landeil 
on top of us and put me out of busi- 
ness. 

Prank is O. K. Ha haa not had a 
scratch so far. They have gone back 
tor a month's rest. They were reliev- 
ed the same night I got shot. 

How are they all at home? I have 
not heard from any one for some time. 
I suppose mother will worry a lotwhen 
she hears about me. Am going to 
write her today. There is no use for 
any of you worrying for I suppose 1 
will be back with the company by 
the time this letter reaches you. Am 
glad I was able, to do my part in 
.thi« drive. Have been from the Marne 
all the way back to the Vesle. 

(3. Co. won the Croix De Guerre for 
the 38th and also th hlghst medal 
•of the U. S. Army. This happened on 
the 15th when they made their first 
attack. We held our position against 
one battalion of Prussian Guards, one 
of the Crown Prince's men and one 
machine gun Battalion. They had ua 
outnumbered ten to one. We captur- 
ed 180 prisoners, 62 machine guna and 
killed and wounded between 600 and 
400. 

Well, think this will be enough for 
this time. Answer real soon.

Every one remembers the trouble 
they bad with seed corn last year, yet 
many farmers took chances and plant- 
ed from corn In thecrlb. Now the 
prospects are not the beat In the 
world for good seed next year and the 
coming winter may be Just a* severe 
as the lost, so you can't afford to take 
any chances this time. Besides, If you 
have a good strain of corn It never 
pay* to buy seed from someone else. 
If you select and care for several 
bushels of seed corn this fall, you nut 
only take a step to Improve your seed 
for next year but you will he sure to 
have some less provident neighbors 
that you can sell to In the spring at 
a good price. Here are tome ratal 
which will act aa a guide to anyone 
who Is farslghted enough to save his 
seed corn now: 

1— Have seed this fall In tho field. 

2 — Secure from hills with two or 
more atulkx. 

; Bare from stalks bearing two 
or more ears. 

4- 8ecure ears at proper heli-ht 
from ground. 

5- Secure shanks with medium 
length and cars hanging' down. 

6- Select ears of good lenuth. 
7 Select ia-n well rounded over at 

til M 

Select ears large around. 
Select for email cob and large 

kernels. • 
19- -Select ear* with wedge -shaped 

! if. aln*. 

II Sclct eara with grain* In 
slraig.it row*. 

i- Select ear* with grains plump 
in.' ..gut on the cob, 

11— Select (his fall for spring may 
lie too late. 

You can readily see that It Ik Im- 
possible to follow the most of these 
Important rules unless you select In 
the field this fall. 

In the flral place, un ear that has 
glow n 111 a hill of two or more stalks 
and "J "i 'urge' or almost as an ear 
that grew In a hill of one stalk Is nat- 
urally a more vigorous one and should 
make better seed, other things being 
• iuiiI. Again, If you take your seed 
from stalks wltbr two ears on them 
even If not quite so large aa where 
only one grew you run In a few years 
develop a siruin of corn that will al- 
most invuriaoly produce two ears to 
the stalk. 

Then It Is an advantage to have 
curs from three and one half to five 
f.-et from the ground not only because 
It Is easier to handle for cutting, top- 
ping, etc, but also because your corn 
will ripen more evenly and nil be 
ready to harvest nt the same time. 

Again, It I" a waste to have ears 
with a shank a foot long, while If 
t'icy are short and stubby holding the 
car upright II allows rain and Insects 
and birds to damage and Injure the 
ear. If the shnnk is moderately long 
and limber, allowing the ear to hang 
down at nbout 45 degrees. It will shed 
the water, vlge protection from bird*, 
allow the dew and rain to run off. and 
often will stand until winter undam- 
nged. Every one knows thnl through- 
out the animal and vegetable kingdom 
"Like produce* like" and this holds 
wonderfully true In the selection- Of 
seed com. Also we know that severe 
ireeslng Injure* seed corn If It Is not 
ptrfeatly dry add even then It does it 
! no good, so be on the safe side and 
| s'nrc your seed In a dry place. Corn 
at the driest we can get It In July or 
i August contains from f. to 10 per 
cut of moisture.

Sergt. H. C. Marrs Writes 
A Letter From France 



Dear Mother: 

Since writing you last have, moved 
closer to the big show, and It's real 
interesting around this part of the 
country, too. Am still enjoying the 
best of health. Don't think I have ever 
felt better. This is some noisy place. 
There aye big guns In front and be- 
hind us and they keep up a continual 
roar all day and night. Most any time 
1 want to hear a shell whistle, all I 
have to do Is to step outsids and Hh- 
ten for a minute. When there is noth- 
ing else doing at night, Fritz comes 
over with a few bombs and drops 
them around Just wherever he feels 
like he ought to hit something, but 
they are awfully poor shots and usu- 
ally don't hit anything but the ground 

We've only been here a few days 
and I've had my gas mask on four 
times, but the worst of It is that It 
Is always at night Just about the time 
a fellow wants to go to sleep, that's 
When the gas alarm sounds. Oh! lt'a, 
a t"'cat life, always something excit- 
ing and more so at night than in the_ 
day time. I witnessed a battle In the 
rloudb yesterday, two plunes wore 
shot down. I went over to see them 
and It sure was some mass, I saw 
the machine in which Quentin Rootie- 
l velt was killed, by the side of It war 
his grave he wnB buried by the Ger- 
mans but was buried pretty decent. 

It Is quite a Job to get a good night's 
sleep here. In fact, I haven't had one 
yet. I was awakened four times last 
night and feel pretty sleepy this a. rn 
The anti aircraft guns woke me up 
twice, banging away at some "Huna" 
who were out for a raid or trying to 
find our artillery, the other two times 
was caused by the German and our 
artillery trying to put each other out 
of business. I hardly think It aa 
easy matter for the Germans to pat 
anything out of business, as more than 
half their shellB don't explode, out 
of seven that Icounted yesterday on. 
ly two of them went off. The other 
five were what we call "quds" and 
do nothing more than bury themsel- 
ves in the ground. 

1 have received about half a ons- 
en of the Big Sandlea In the past week 
and have read all of them through, 
but haven't gotten any more letter* 
from you, or, In fact, from anyone. 
I thought we were going to get our 
mall more regular but I was mistaken. 
It seems- to be Just as bad, or prob- 
ably worse. 

Well, that's all I can think or .a 
this letter, so I'll qu". the antl-alr 
guns are shooting at tho Hune, I 
can't miss that, so I'll have to go. 
Write often.

Some of the patients, however, 
develop pneumonia, or inflammation 
of the ear, or meningitis, and many or 
these complicated rases die, Whether 
this so-called 'Spanish' Ihftuanan Is 
Identical with tin- epidemics Of Inllueii 
za of earlier years la tint yet known. 

"Kp'idcmlcs of InfiUeuau ha\c visited 
this c.uintry si ■ 1047. It Is Interest- 
ing to know that this first epidemic 
was brought here from Valencia. 
Spain. Since that time there have 
been numerous epidemics of the dis- 
ease. In 1889 and 1890 an epidemic 
ef Influenza, starting somewhere In the 
Orient, spread first to Russlu and 
thence, over practically the entire civ- 
ilized world. Three years later there 
was another flare-up of the disease. 
Both times the epidemic spread wide- 
ly over the United 3lates. 
• -"Although the present epidemic Is 
■culled 'Spanish influenza,' there is no 
reason to believe that it originated In 
Spam. Some writers who have studied 
the question believe that the epidemic 
Came from the Orient and they call at- 
tention to the fact that tha Germans 
attention the disease as occurring along 
the eastern front In the summer aad 
lull of 1917." 

How can "Spanish Influenza" be rec 
•gnlzed? 

"There Is as yet no certain way In 
which a single case of 'Spanish Intlu 
•ana)' can be recognized. On the oth- 
er hand, recognition Is easy where 
there Is a group of cases. lu contrast 
to the outbreaks of ordinary coughs 
cud colds, which usually occur in the 
cold months, epidemics of Influenza 
may occur at any season of the year. 
Thus the present epidemic raged most 
Intensely In Europe in May. June and 
Jot?. Moreover, In the case of ordi- 
nary colds, the general symptoms 
<,fever, pain, depression) are by no 
means as severe or as sudden In their 
, onset as they are In Influenza. Klnal- 
*iy, ordinary colds do nat spread 
through the community so rapidly or 
a>> extensively as docs Inlluenzn. 

"Ill most enses a person taken sick 
with influenza feels sick rather sud- 
denly. He feels weak, has pains In the [ 
-eyes, ears, head or back, and may be 
Bare ull over. Maay patients feel 
dizzy, some vomit. Moat of the pa- 
tients complain of feeding chilly, and 
with this conies a fever in which the 
temperature rises to 100 lo 101. In 
most cases the pulse retnalnB relative 
ly alow. 

"In appearance one Is struck by th" 
fact that tha pat lent looks sick. Ms 
eyes and the Inner side of his eyelids 
may l>e slightly 'bloodshot,' or 'Con- 
gested,' as the doctors say. There 
may hp running from the nose, or 

there may he sen pugfl These signs 

of a cold out) nol he narked; never- 
thrifts the patient looks and feels very

^■t in this disease the number of 
White corpuscles shows little or ■• in- 
crease above the normal. It la possi- 
ble that the laboratory Investigations 
now being made throngh the National 
Research Council and the United 
States Hygienic Laboratory will fur- 
nish a more certain way In which indi- 
vidual cases of this disease can he 
recognized." 

What la the course of the disease? 
Do people die of Itf 

"Ordinarily, the fever lasts from 
three to four days and the patient re- 
covers. But while the proportion of 
dtaths In the present epidemic has 
generally been low, In some places ilia 
outbreak has been severe and deaths 
have been numerous. When death oc- 
curs It Is usually the result of a com- 
plication." 

What causes the disease and how is 
It spread? 

"Bacteriologists who have studied In- 
fluenza epidemics lu the past have 
found In many of the cases a very 
small rod-shaped germ celled, after its 
discoverer. I'feiffer's bacillus. In other, 
cases of apparently the same kind of ' 
disease there were found piieiiinoooccl, i 
the germs of lobar pneumonin. Still 
others have been caused by strepto- 
cocci, and by others germs with long 
names. 

"No matter what particular kind of 
germ causes the epidemic, II Is now i 
believed that Influenza Is ahvays 
spread from person to person, the 
germ* being carried with the air along | 
with the very sinnll droplets of mucus, 
expelled by coughing or sneezing, 
forceful talking, und the like by one 
who already has the germs of the dis- 
ease. Tiiey may also be carried about 
In the air In (he form of dust coming 
from dried mucus, from coughing and 
sneezing, or from careless people who 
spit on the floor and on the sidewalk 
As In most other catching diseases, a 
person who lias only a mild attack of 
the disease himself may give a very 
severe attack to others." 

What should be done by those who 
certoh the disease? 

"It Is very Important that every per- 
son who becomes sick with influenza 
should go home at once and go to bed. 
This will help keep away dangerous 
complications and will, at the same 
time, keep the patient from acatterlng ! 
the disease far and wide. It Is highly | 
desirable that no one be allowed to 
sleep In the same room with the pa- 
tient. In fact, no one but the nurse 
should be allowed In the room. 

"If there Is cough and sputum or 
miming of the eyes und nose, care 
should be taken that all such dis- 
charges are collected on hits of gauze 
or rag or puper iia| t ins and burned. 
If ihe patient complains of fever nnd 
headache, he should lie given water to' 
drink, a cold compress lo the forehead j 
and a light sponge. Only such modi ' 
Cine should he given as Is prescribed 
by the doctor. It is foolish to usk the 
druggist to prescribe and may be dan 
gerons to take the so-called 'safe, sure 
and harmless' remedies advertised tiy 
patent medicine manufacturers. 

"If the patient is so situated that he 
enn be intended only by s.»mo one who, 
must also look after others In the fam- 
ily, It Is advisable that such attendant 
wear a wrapper, apron or gown over 
the ordinary house clothes while In the 
sick room nnd slip this off when leav- 
ing to look after the others. 

"Nurses and attendants will do well 
to guard against breuthlng In danger- 
ous disease germs by wearing a simple 
fold of gauze or mask while near the 
patient." 

Will a person who has had Infiuenzr 
before catch the disease again7 

"It Is well known that an attack of 
measles or scarlet fever or smallpox 
usually protects a person against an- 
other attack of the same disease. This 
appears not to be true of 'Spanish In- 
fluenza,' According to newspaper re 
ports the King of Spain suffered nil 
attack of Influenza during the epi- 
demic thirty years ago, and was again 
Btrtckeo during the recent outbreak In 
Spain." 

How can one guard against Influ- 
enza? 

"In guarding ngnlnst disease of all 
kinds. If Is Important that the body be 
kept strong and able to fight off dis- 
ease germs. This can be done by hav- 
ing a proper proportion of work, play 
and rest, by keeping the body well 
clothed, and by eating sufficient whole- 
some and properly selected food. In 
connection with diet, It Is well to re- 
member that milk Is one of the best| 
all-around foods obtainable for adults 
as well as children. So far as a dis- 
ease like Influenza Is concerned, health 
authorities everywhere reroguize the 
very close relation between Its sprend 1 
and overcrowded homes. While It Is 
not always possible, especially In , 
times like the present, to svold such' 
overcrowding, people should consider 
the health danger and make every 
effort to reduce the home overcrowd- 
ing to a minimum. The value of fresh 
•lr through open windows cannot be 
over emphasized. 

. "When crowding Is unavoidable, as 
tm street cars, cure should be taken to , 
keep the face so turned as not to In- 1 
hale directly the air breathed out by 
another person. 

"It Is especially important to be- . 
ware of the person who coughs or , 
sneezes without covering his mouth 
and nose. It also follows that one! 
should keep out of crowds and stuffy 
places as much as possible, keep 
homes, offices and workshops well air- j 
ed, spend some lime out of doors eneh 
day, walk to work If af all practicable , 
—In short, make every possible effort 
to breathe as much pure air as im>s- ' 
elide. 

"In all health matters follow the ad- 
vice of your doctor and obey- the regu- 
lations of your local ami stale health 
officers," j 
"Cover up each cough and eneeie, !. 

If you dun't you'll spread diseaae."
